tent in the congressional elections this fall. This paper agreed 
then, and still does agree, with those holding this view.

But Uiiis early the partisan spirit is already beginning to 


manifest itself. 
At'(he New York Republican'stale conven- 


tion last week ex-President Taft was one of (he speakers and 
made a strong plea for (he election of a Republican Congress, 
claiming (hat it would give President Wilson a stronger sup- 
port than he receives from his own parly. 
But Mr. Tall is a 


very ardent Republican and many will find it difficult lo be- 
lieve thai partisan considerations were nol in liis mind when, 
he said what he clid-on this point. And Mr. Taft is not the only 
one who is advocating partisan action in (he coming cam- 
paign.- There are others, and they are to be. found on both 
gides of the political fence. 


All Ihis is perfeclly natural for (lie politicians, but (he voters 


of the country have a duty lo perform Ibis fall, and Ihey 
should perform i! without, fear or favor, 
li is their duty to 


elecl men to Congress who will stand for (he right as it is 
given Iliem lo see'il, .whether it appears under Republican or 
Democratic auspices, and io stand squarely behind the presi- 
ctenl in his gigantic task of prosecuting the war to a successful 
conclsninn. There'are men in both parties who.are ready to 
do this, and such men should be elected regardless of whether 
they belong to one party or the other. 


If it is understood thafthe voters are going lo insist upon 


the best this fall, and are prepared lo place patriotism above 
partisanship, bo'th parties' will put forth .their lies! men and 
Congress will he such a body as it ought to be, no matter 
which pariy happens to be m the ascendency. 
The need of 


I he country is law makers who are ready to give I heir best lo 
the work in hand, and who are big enough to lay aside per- 
sonal and partisan considerations un'lil conditions are far dif- 
ferent from what Ihey are now. 


II is lo be expected thai political leaders will attempt lo line 


up the voters in the old way and by ihe old me'lhods. It is not 
necessary for a voter lo abandon bis party in order lo be pat- 
riotic, bul it is necessary thai he use bis judgment at such a 
lime as this, and lie should remember that country is bigger 
than parly and ihai, as has been well-said, "lie serves his 
party besl who serves his country best." 


President Wilson is a Democrat, bul he is not prosecuting 


the war as a Democrat. He is doing his work as Ihe represen- 
tative of the American people, who will fail of their duty if 
they fail to give him a Congress with a purpose as single as 
his own, unswayed by petty partisan considerations. 


Nothing is surer than (hat the health of Ihis city and vicinity 


is lo be carefully looked afler while war activities continue as 
they are now, and all are glad lo know that two experienced 
trained nurses are lo be provided by the American Red Cross 
War Council to co-operale with Ihe oilier forces engaged in 
the work. 
Thorough work is lo be done and il will be of 


benefit lo all citizens as well as.,.|o the army of men engaged 
in war work.
